These documents may have been 
filed with the Commission any the 
former Supervisory Officers: the Clerk 
the U.S. House Representatives, the 
Secretary the Senate, the 
Comptroller General the U.S. This in- 
dex does not include reports and state- 
ments from candidates for the U.S. Sen- 
ate and U.S. House Representatives 
their personal political committees, 
such reports having been filed with and 
indexed the Secretary the Senate 
and the Clerk the House Represent- 
atives respectively, during the period cov- 
ered this index.

The campaign finance laws passed 
1971 and 1974 require detailed campaign 
finance reports contributions and ex- 
penditures from candidates for federal 
office (President, President, 
Senator, U.S. Representative) and their 
supporting political committees. re- 
sult, over 100,000 reports totaling more 
than million pages have been filed 
date. These reports have been filed with 
one more the three former super- 
visory officers: the Clerk the 
House Representatives, the Secretary 
the U.S. Senate, and the Comptroller 
General the United 

With the establishment the Federal 
Election Commission 1975, single; 
central office, with easy access and copy- 
ing facilities for all these statements 
and reports, came into existence. The 
Commission has assumed control all 
documents filed with the Comptroller 
General, well duplicate sets those 
filed with the Secretary and Clerk.

For general 
reference, each report includes sum- 
mary page for that period, listing 
amounts total receipts, total expendi- 
tures, Cash hand, debts owed, and 
other breakdowns.

Copies all the statements and re- 
ports filed Federal candidates and 
their supporting political committees 
since April 1972, are available for pur- 
chase for $0.10 per page from the Federal 
Election Commission.

ers. also lists the number 
pages each report, which can used 
compute the copy charge $0.10 per 
page. Full payment advance re- 
quired. Checks should made payable 
the “U.S. Treasurer.”
